sand and braved the North Atlantic They landed co 
he dead of winter Before them was only the ilimitles 

Savage beasts and still more savage men And when the winter 
sheir number had died Sureiy it must help to reflect that 
Compare with what the Pilgrims actually endured 

Again, all of us here cherish the idea of aristocracy and pro 
remembering that historians say of our Puritan ancestors "They were 
and women, persons of property and influence, many of them graduates 
Cambridge the very flower of the English peoples " Our Puritan a: 
stone manor houses and cathedrals to come and live in Boston log cabins 
significant that even in the wilderness they maintained the social position of 
their families And that social position 18 something that we their descendants 
can rightfully claim today 

Do we ever find it hard to stand up for the moral right in the world? When w 
do we may well remember those persons who suffered for their beliefs even in New 
England Their numbers certainly inciude many ancestors of ours Soncerning one 
of them, Anne Hutchinson, we have an intimate record of the persecution and church 
trial That blameless woman alone and almost friendless, stood in the dreary New 
England meetinghouse and faced row on row of clergymen and magistrates, and at the 
end heard herself sentenced to withdraw from the congregatioz She started down 
the center aisle between faces thas were cold and silent But she was not alone 
Softiy from a pew rose a slender girl in her early twenties perhaps your ancest 
and mine Mary Dyre put her arm around Anne Hutchinson and walked with her down 
that aisle and forever out of Boston Church Surely with the inspiration of such 
ancestors we can at least say "Yeg"or "No" as the conscience dictate 

Perhaps these distinguished ancestors seem too remote But ey are not 
remote Connecting them to us are continuous generations of honest men and women 
They were mostly farmers, owned. their homescveads and tilled their lordly acres 
Nearly every generation of every family contributed someone to the professions 
the military, or to public iife. These intermediate generations form a broad 
pathway of distinction coming all the way down to us The more we realize this 
the greater will be our sense of personal worth 

I can think of no better way to dedicate our lives than to adopt and carry on 
the ideals of noble ancestors Perhaps some ancester feil under the Indian toma

hawk in Massachusetts or Connecticut It is our privilege to show that his blood 


to recall the hardshi of our Pilgrim forefath

and his cause still persist on the Earth Or perhaps someone was silenced and

Philosophy in 1878 To complete his education, he went abroad and studied in 
Heidelberg and Munich, Germany. receiving the degree of Doctor of Philosophy from

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Heidelberg in 1882. Mr. Wilkins who is a chemist, has held responsible positions 
with chemical and gold miring companies both in the United States and Canada. He 
married, Nov. 9, 1887, in the home of the bride's parents, Mary a Ward, dau of Eber 
and Therza (Nicol) Ward, born Feb. 23, 1860 Following their marriage, Mr and 
Mrs. Wilkins lived in Harrisburg, Pa., and Shoal Lake, Ontario, Canada They re 
turned to Detroit and lived for some time in the Wilkins homestead on Jefferson 
Avenue. Mr. Wilkins held the position of chemist with the American Radiator Comp 
any from 1896 to 1901 and the Solvay Process Company from 1902 to 1924, when he 
resigned to take up his duties as clerk in the offices of the Wayne County Circuit 
Court Commissioner. fle died Now. 4, /7 $8. 

Capt Eber Ward, father of Mrs Wilkins, was a native of Keene, Essex County. 
N.Y. Wher he was four years old, the family removed to Chataqua County and at the 
age of fifteen he came to Newport, now Marine City, Michigan He was employed by 
his uncle, Samuel Ward, and cousin, Eber Brock Ward, owners of a large fleet of 
boats on the Great Lakes In 1860, he started his own line of boats between Sagin- 
aw and Detroit, and for many years was prominent in marine circles of Michigan ‘Yrs 
Therza(Nicol) Ward, mother of Mrs. Wilkins, was a native of Ohio and lived in 
Detroit from 1868 until her death in 1926 Mr and Mrs Ross Wilkins reside on 
Van Dyke Avenue, Detroit

16 Charles Trowbridge (9) Wilkins (Elizabeth C. (8) Trowbridge, Charles C (7) ), 
son of William D. and Elizabeth C. (Trowbridge) Wilkins, was born in Detroit, Nov 
22, 1861 His boyhood and youth were spent in the old home on Jefferson Avenue, 
which was torn down in 1924. Mr Wilkins received his education in the public and 
high schools of Detroit, the University of Michigan (Ph B., 1883) and Harvard 
University from which he graduated in 1835, with the degrees of Master of Arts and 
Bachelor of Laws Following his admission to the Michigan bar in i885, he started 
the practice of law in his native city From 1887 to 1900 and again from 1904 to 
1907, he held the office of assistant United States attorney Mr Wilkins was 
elected judge of the Recorders Court in 1918 It was during his term of office 
that the Italian feudists, known as the "Gianolla Gang”, were brought to trial in 
hié Court Owing to threats against his life and an attempt to assassinate him, 
Sept 22, 1918, it was deemed necessary to keep policemen on guard, both in the 
court room and at his home 

Judge Wilkins, who died in Henry Ford Hospital, Octovder 1 i921 was highiy 
esteemed by all classes of citizens, this was evidenced by the large numbers of 
people, who visited Christ Church on Jefferson Avenue, where his body lay in state 
Both city and county courts adjourned in his memory and city fiags remained at half 
mast during the funeral He was buried in the family lot in Elmwood Cemetery 

At a special session of the bench and bar, following his death, a number of 
his associates paid high tribute to his character as a judge and as a citizen 
The president of the bar association said of him, "The quality of intellectual 
honesty in his character was marked He adhered absolutely to what he thought was 
right, regardless of public opinion and the turmoil of the moment " Another said, 
"He was jealous of the rights of the people He was fearless and inflexible His 
sentences were not passed hastily and he tempered justice with mercy " A portrait 
of Judge Wilkins, by Roy C. Gamble, was unveiled in Recorders Cour. in February, 
1923, a gift of the lawyers of the City. Judge Wilkins was never married

Frederick (2) Schureman, and Mary Badeau each aged 80 years in 1/710, were 
said by Bolton in his History of Westchester co N Y to have been the oldest in 
habitants of New Rochelle No records of the deaths of either (22) Frederick or 
his wife Christina (Jans van Westerhout) Schureman appear, although they were both 
living Oct 7, 1715 when Frederick was about 85 and Christina 79 years of age 

The entire list of Inhabitants of New Rochelle in 1698 leaves much to the 
imagination It is a puzzle fraught with never ending possibilities, and its 
potentialities are by no means exhausted on the tribe of Schureman' Probably, as 
Mr. Richard Wyncoop hazarded three conjectures on the name of Jacob Schuremans 
wife, as it appeared in the 1710 List, the writing in the original may have been 
almost undecipherable 

In the List of 1698 the name of "Jacop squarman ag 26". follows that of his 
mother "Creastan Squarman ag 62", the name of a wife does not appear after "Jacop's 
showing that he was living with his parents and was still unmarried The name of 
"johan geaffears ag 78", followed by "an geaffears ag 24", appears elsewhere, "an" 
and "johan", manifestly constituting the "geaffears" household, and proving that 
neither Jacob or Annetje (Dutch for Ann) were married at that time. 

In the Census of 1710 Jacob's name is followed by that of his wife Altje 
Alida or Altia and five children, beginning with Jacob, » ca 1699, and Anne b ca 
1700 Considering the prevailing practice of naming the first son after his father 
and the first daughter after her mother, it is reasonable to assume that Jacob (4) 
and Anne (4) were named after their parents, and also, "an" was not iisted as "an 
geaffears" in 1710 In fact, no one by the name of Jeffers is listed in that 
Census June 5, 1713 Jacob Schuurmans with his wife Annetje Jeffers had a daughte 
Sophia baptized at the Collegiate Dutch Church in New York City, and it is the be 
lief of the writer that this Annetje Jeffers, "an geaffears", and "Altia, Alida 
and Altje were one and the same person, that Jacob Schuremén murried only once 
and that all of his childrén were tne children of one mother, probably called 
Anne, at New kochelle It is reasonable to presume that "juohan geaffears" was a 
grandfather of Annetje (Jeffers) Schureman In 1700 the New Rochelle Assembly 
was debating the proposed route of "Kings Rod" (King's Road) which was to conne
